The most familiar part of the story 
is the work of the Washington Con­ 
ference, wherein President Harding’s 
Administration made a beginning of 
naval disarmament, opened to China 
a prospect of rehabilitation and joined 
with Great Britain, Japan and France 
to make the Pacific Ocean worthy of 
its name. 
Later came 
the 
recommendation 
that the United States should adhere 
to tee P ír.anent Court of Interna­ 
tional Justice. 
Not long after that action President 
Harding wrote to Bishop Gaiior: 
“I do not believe any man can con­ 
front the responsibility of a President 
of the United States and yet adhere 
to the idea that it i« possible for our 
country rto maintain an attitude of iso­ 
lation and aloofness in the world.”
